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REPORT OF THE BOARD OF SELECTMEN 


This report will attempt to provide the citizens of the Town of Tilton a_ 
summary of what has been facing the Board of Selectmen, what ac- 
complishments have been made, and what lies ahead. 

We believe that one of the major accomplishments of the past two years 
has in the area of Town Finance. At the close of 1978 we had reached the 
point where the Town was unable to pay its tax anticipation notes in the 
amount of $450,000.00 and it was necessary to ‘‘roll’’ this over into 1979. 
During that year, by carefully controlling expenditures and timely semi- 
annual billing of taxes we were able to pay off all outstanding notes and go 
into 1980 with approximately $129,000.00 in the general fund. In 1980, even 
though we borrowed $850,000.00 to run the Town, by investment of funds 
and again timely billing of taxes, we were able to pay off all notes and begin 
1981 with $186,687.05. We have come from a position of having the banks 
apprehensive about our borrowing, to one of being financially sound. 

We feel that the one area that presents the most criticism and recurring 
problems is that of garbage pick up. This year with the purchase of the new 
compactor we have been able to cut the pick up time from two and one half 
days to two days. This created a change in schedule for the routes followed 
and caused some confusion and frustration. We have tried to establish some 
basic policies concerning pick up as follows: 


1. Containers should be put out prior to 7:00 AM on the day of pick up or 
the night before. 

2. Incase of astorm ona pick up day, there will be a one day delay. A storm 
on Wednesday will delay pick up of Wednesday trash until Thursday and 
Thursday’s pick up until Friday. 

3. A Holiday on a pick up day will follow the same schedule as for storm 
days. 

4. Trash will not be picked up on private roads. 


The following legal issues are in the hands of our Town Counsel at this 
time: 


1. The Morgenroth Case — this concerns the engineering of the Town Sewer 
project. 

2. Tilton School — for abatement of taxes on Knowles Hall and The Tilton 
Mansion. 

3. The Thompson Case — against the Planning Board for failing to approve 
a travel trailer park off Route #3. 


We are presently involved with the following other areas of concern: 


1. The landfill which we are presently using in Franklin has an expected life 
of from one to three years. We are therefore involved in a regional study 
of solid waste disposal which will turn refuse to energy and the re-cycling 
of salvageable materials.

2. The replacement of the Lochmere Bridge, which is scheduled to go out 
for bids this spring. 

3. The sewer system which is presently being re-engineered and is scheduled 
to be put out for bids within the next year. This also involves establishing 
a sewer commission, a sewer ordinance, and a schedule of user fees. 

4. A Master Plan for the Town which is being worked on by a joint commit- 
tee of the Planning Board and Board of Adjustment, with the help of the 
Lakes Region Planning pb rissity. 

5. The transferring of the Dams on the Winnipesaukee River as voted at last 
year’s Town Meeting. 

6. The possible involvement of the Town with a Hydroelectric Plant at the 
Lochmere Dam. 

7. The relocation of Route #3-11. 


We wish to extend our sincere thanks to the employees of the Town; they 
have shown their dedication by their efforts to do the best job possible. 
Their support has indeed made our work much easier.

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WINNISQUAM REGIONAL HIGH SCHOOL 
MARCH 15, 1980, SECOND SESSION 


The second session of the 1980 Town Meeting was called to order by the 
Moderator at 10:05 a.m. Announcements were made and an invocation was 
offered by the Rev. Eugene Boutin, pastor of the Church of the Assumption. 
Introduction of the Selectmen, Budget Committee, Deputy Moderator and the 
Town Clerk was made. 

The minutes of the first session, March 11, 1980, were read by the Town 
Clerk. A motion was made to accept the minutes as read, and seconded. Mo- 
tion passed. 


Article No. 2 A motion was made to see if the Town would raise and ap- 
propriate the sum of $5,000 to continue the capital reserve fund for the pur- 
chase of a fire engine as outlined in article 2 of the warrant. Motion was 
seconded, no discussion. Motion passed. 


Article No. 3 A motion was made to rescind the authorization of the 
Selectmen to expend the balance of $17,958.00 for the Andrew B. Cannon 
Bridge as voted in Article 6 of the 1975 warrant. Motion seconded. The article 
was placed in warrant on the recommendation of the auditors. Motion passed 
unanimously. 


Article No.4 A motion was made and seconded to rescind the authoriza- 
tion of the Selectmen to expend the amount of $20,000 as written in article 8 of 
the 1975 warrant. Motion passed unanimously. 


A motion was made to act on Article No. 17 before going on to article No. 
5, seconded. After a brief discussion it was ruled that this motion was out of 
order. 


Article No. 5 A motion was made to raise and appropriate 8,766.48 to 
continue services of the T-N-S Youth Assistance Program as written on war- 
rant. Motion seconded. Some discussion followed. Mr. Clark, program direc- 
tor, was called upon to give a brief review of the program. Motion was made 
to amend the article to read $9,653.11, seconded. The vote to amend the figure 
passed unanimously. The vote on the article as amended to $9,653.11 passed 
unanimously. 


Article No.6 A motion was made to raise and appropriate $6,822.06 for 
continuation of services to low income people of Tilton through Franklin and 
Tilton area center of the Community Action Program, seconded, motion 
passed. 


Article No.7 A motion was made for approval to use the southern portion 
of the Tilton Town Hall basement by the Youth Assistance Program, sec- 
onded, discussion followed. A motion was made to amend article to read ‘‘to 
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see if the Town will vote to approve the use of the southern portion of the 
Tilton Town Hall basement (approximately 1500 square feet) to be used by a 
Youth Assistance Program, after a one year study with the Belknap County 
Sheriff’s Dept., to see if all the other towns in this area would contribute funds 
toward one (1) centrally located program of this type’’, motion seconded. 
Discussion followed. The vote on the amendment was defeated. The vote on 
the original motion passed. 


Article No. 8 A motion was made to raise and appropriate Federal Funds 
to be used for the renovation of the specified area of the Tilton Town Hall 
basement for use by the Youth Assistance Program. To appropriate and/or 
accept the amount of $17,500, said funds to come either from the N.H. Crime 
Commission or Federal Revenue Sharing money or a combination thereof. 
Any Revenue Sharing monies not used for renovation will be returned to the 
Revenue Sharing account, seconded. Discussion followed. A motion was 
made to amend the article by adding ‘‘if the said appropriation is not forth- 
coming from the N.H. Crime Commission and Federal Sharing monies, then 
approval of the article shall be rejected’’, seconded. Discussion followed. Vote 
to amend was defeated. A motion was made to amend article to read ‘‘to see if 
the Town will vote to raise and appropriate $17,500 to be used for the renova- 
tion of the specified area in the Tilton Town Hall basement for use by the 
Youth Assistance Program. Said funds to come from either the N.H. Crime 
Commission or Federal Revenue Sharing monies or a combination thereof. 
Any revenue sharing monies not used for renovation will be returned to the 
revenue sharing account’’. Motion was seconded, discussion followed. Vote to 
amend passed. The vote on article as amended passed unanimously. Mr. Clark 
was recognized by the moderator and he thanked body present for their sup- 
port. 


The meeting was then turned over to the deputy moderator, Mr. Alexander 
MacGregor. 


Article No. 9 A motion was made to accept article 9 as read by the 
moderator, seconded. Some discussion ensued regarding police radios. Chief 
Prescott was told that this item could be brought up when the budget was 
being acted upon as this article was concerning Revenue Sharing and the 
radios were not on this item. An explanation of the Pleasant Street project was 
asked for. Discussion was held on the compactor and the sanitary landfill, as 
well as using a private contractor for rubbish removal. After discussion was 
completed, the vote was taken and motion passed. 


Article No. 10 A motion was made to expend the monies in the Anti- 
Recession Fiscal Assistance Fund in the amount of $5,725.97 fund balance 
December 31, 1979 and all accrued interest on the fund since December 31, 
1979, for the purpose of reducing the total salary expenditures of the town, 
seconded. Article passed unanimously. 
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Article No. 11. A motion was made to authorize transfer of $6,000 from 
the Capital Reserve Fund to be applied towards the purchase of a new trash 
compactor, seconded. Motion passed. 


A recess was declare until 12:30 p.m. Meeting was reconvened at 12:40 p.m. 
with Mr. Baker as moderator. 


Article No. 12 A motion was made and seconded to accept article as read 
by moderator. A motion was made to amend the article by inserting ‘‘or per- 
formance bond in sufficient sum’’ in the ordinance after the word money, 
seconded. Discussion on ordinance and explanation of performance bond. 
Vote on amendment passed unanimously. The vote on the amended article 
passed and it was unanimous. 


Representatives of Articles 13, 14, and 15, were granted 5 minutes each to 
make a presentation. The locations of the dams were explained. 


Article No. 13. A motion was made to authorize the Selectmen to dispose 
of the Cotton Mill dam. Motion seconded. A lengthy discussion ensued. A 
motion was made to amend the article by inserting ‘‘ at public auction’’ after 
the words dispose of, motion seconded. Vote to amend defeated. Vote on 
Original article passed. 


Article No. 14 A motion was made to accept article, seconded. After a 
lengthy discussion this article passed. 


Article No. 15 A motion to accept article was made, seconded. Article 
passed. 


Article No. 16 A motion was made to accept article No. 16, seconded. 
Vote on this article was defeated. 


Article No. 17 A motion was made that the budget of $655,201.31 be ac- 
cepted, motion seconded.

Motion 
passed. 


Article No.23_ A motion was made to pass over article No. 23 as there are 
no officers or agents to appoint for the year, motion seconded and passed. 


Article No. 24 Chief Prescott wished to recognize Mr. Michael Beadle of 
the Tilton Police Department for his outstanding accomplishments at the New 
Hampshire Police Recruit Academy. Mr. Beadle was given a standing ovation 
by the body present. | 


Mr. Ron Mills rose to thank the members of the Budget Committee whose 
terms were completed. 


Mr. Hamilton rose to thank Mr. Arthur Jackson who served as Selectman 
for a three year period.

COMMENTS 
Application of the Municipal Budget Law 


As indicated in the general fund statement of appropriations, expenditures 
and encumbrances (Exhibit A-4) there was a net overdraft of town budgetary 
appropriations of $23,022 as a result of 1979 operations. 


In cases of this sort, the provisions of the municipal budget law (R.S.A 
32:10) require that the Board of Selectmen, with the approval of the Budget 
Committee, petition the Commissioner of Revenue Administration for a cer- 
tificate of emergency which would authorize the expenditures made in excess 
of budgetary appropriations. The records do not indicate that this procedure 
was followed. 


Procuring Some Type of Mechanical Accounting System 


We again recommend the Town consider the acquisition of some type of 
mechanical accounting system which would perform multiple accounting 
functions in a single operation, thereby eliminating duplicate record-keeping 
and facilitate monthly and year-end reporting. 
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Tilton—Northfield Recreation Council Records 


We found the records of the Tilton-Northfield Recreation Council to be in- 
adequate and incomplete again this year. Receipts and expenditures were not 
classified as to source and description. The receipt journal was only used part 
of the year. We strongly recommend the hiring of a competent bookkeeper to 
maintain the records in a sound business-like manner. 


Undercommitment of 1979 Property Taxes 


Our examination of the tax collector’s records revealed a discrepancy in the 
commitment of 1979 property taxes. The net assessed valuation on which the 
rate was computed was $43,530,017.00. However, certain commercial proper- 
ties in the amount of $1,227,155.00 were included twice in the assessed valua- 
tion figure used above. This resulted in an undercommitment of 1979 property 
taxes in the amount of $33,097.00. More care should be given to the prepara- 
tion of the blotter book and valuation in order to correct the above situation. 
We also recommend, in the future, a careful review and comparison of the net 
property tax commitment figure on the tax rate papers with the amount com- 
mitted to the tax collector, and any major discrepancies be investigated and 
promptly corrected before the tax bills are sent out. 


Federal Revenue Sharing Funds 


1. As part of our compliance audit of the Federal Revenue Sharing Funds, 
we are required to compare the data on the Bureau of Census Form RS-8 to 
records of the Town of Tilton as specified by Section II.C.4 of the ‘‘Guide’’. 
The Town officials could not locate the RS-8 form, so we could not verify 
the data required. 


2. Our examination also revealed that entitlement payments and interest 
received during entitlement period VIII covering January 1, 1977, to 
September 30, 1977, in the amount of $20,767 had not been appropriated or 
obligated by December 31, 1979. Section 51.100(b) of the regulations states 
that revenue sharing funds must be appropriated or obligated within 24 
months from the end of the entitlement period to which the entitlement pay- 
ment is applicable. The Town should make application to the Director, Of- 
fice of Revenue Sharing for an extension of time in which to act on the above 
funds and interest earned thereon, in order to comply with the regulations. 


Federal Antirecession Fiscal Assistance Funds 


The Town has failed to comply with the provisions of Section 52:44 of the 
Act which requires that Antirecession Fiscal Assistance Funds (ARFA) be 
appropriated or obligated within six months of their receipt. The Town has 
$5,725.97 of ARFA funds on hand at December 31, 1979, and has ap- 
propriated that amount at the March 1980 Town Meeting.

The year 1980 proved to be a real busy one, we had 3,194 calls for Police 
Service where we actually took Police Action. Of these calls only 159 were 
classified as Part I Offenses which are used in compiling National Statistics.

We have had 
a tremendous amount of success in the felony investigation area and the 
response when an ‘‘Officer Needs Help’’ from the Belknap County Sheriff’s 
Office. The Detective and Patrol functions of the Sheriff’s Office are most 
professional and are a needed service in this County. Detective Sergeant 
Walter Newcomb of the Sheriff’s Office has worked closest with me and I’m 
most appreciative of his hard work. The New Hampshire State Police also 
played a role in our success, namely Corporal David McCarthy, Trooper 
Ray Burke and Trooper Kirk Cassavaugh. 

More important than all the support that we have gotten from our 
neighboring police agencies is the tremendous support and guidance that I 
have received from the present Board of Selectmen. Their ability to 
cooperatively solve the problems that we faced is most certainly an asset to 
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this Town. Ultimately, you the citizens of Tilton are the ones to be credited, 
your votes did it. Thank you for an excellant year.

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REPORT OF THE ROAD AGENT 


1980 has been a combination of education, frustration, and satisfaction. 
Frustration at the ‘‘red tape’’ and inability of government. Education in 
learning of the red tape and a couple of ways around some of it. Satisfaction 
in completing most of the projects. 

The drainage improvement project on Main Street was done with coopera- 
tion from the State Highway Department. The State provided the labor, 
equipment, and engineering. The Town provided most of the materials. 

The project included: 514 feet of 15 inch pipe, 327 feet of 18 inch pipe, 132 
feet of 24 inch pipe, and 9 catch basins and grates. 

The remainder of Main Street from Meserve’s Market to the Gulf Station 
and across Main Street to in front of the Police Station is scheduled for this 
coming year. 

Pleasant Street project went as planned with only minor surprises, such as 
a concrete wall that wouldn’t break, various unknown sewer and water lines 
and an unmarked telephone cable that turned out to be discontinued. 

Materials were: 210 feet of 15 inch pipe, 275 feet of 12 inch pipe, and 6 
catch basins with grates. A drain line from in back of the Post Office was 
cleaned and tied into one of the basins. 

Much help from the Water Company, Gas Company, and Telephone 
Company was greatly appreciated. 

The Island Bridge is about 75% completed with weather being the obstacle 
(paint won’t stick if applied at temperatures below 45 degrees F.) The 
Bridge will be completed as soon as possible this spring. This project was 
Originally scheduled for August but was set back by delays on other projects. 

The widening and rebuilding at the West Main Street sidewalk was com- 
pleted. This has allowed the plowing of snow and is working out quite well. 

Several dead and diseased trees which were hanging over Town Roads 
were safely removed. 

Equipment maintenance has been performed by the Highway Depart- 
ment, including two clutch jobs, three brake jobs, several tune-ups, exhaust 
work, and two rear end jobs. Regular grease and oil changes have been per- 
formed and maintenance records have been expanded. Regular maintenance 
has also been done on the Police cruisers. 

In defense of the request for a new Highway Department shed, several 
points should be made. The present shed is: 


1. Too small. Two trucks are outside all the time and there is only room for 
two vehicles inside the heated area (only one if the snow plow and wing is 
on). Also the rubbish truck with its diesel engine and large hydraulic 
system should be kept in a heated area, but won’t fit because of height. 

2. Inaccessability. It is difficult to drive trucks in because of the building 
and cars across the street. The Town Sand Pit is about two miles away 
which is unhandy and time consuming. 
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3. Expensive to heat. There is no insulation in the walls or roof. The heated 
area is Only 20 ft. x 30 ft. and costs over $200.00 a month to heat in cold 
weather. 

4. On too small a lot. There is no room to stockpile sand or park a vehicle 
without being on someone else’s property. The Town owns a sizeable 
amount of land at the pit. 


Other projects scheduled for 1981 include TRA for West Street with 
drainage and sewer work being done at the same time. The Water Company 
is also considering replacing pipes at this time. The sewer project at the upper 
end of Winter Street will be completed. Various culverts and drain pipes will 
be replaced. All crosswalks and parking lines are planned to be repainted. A 
continuing project of straightening-up one of the Town Cemeteries per year. 
This will include resetting stones, filling and seeding low areas, and repairing 
or replacing fences. The Lancaster Hill Cemetery is planned for this year. 
Any and all comments and suggestions from interested people on this project 
will be greatly appreicated. 

At this time I would like to thank the Board of Selectmen and all the 
Town’s people for their cooperation and assistance during this ‘‘first year on 
the job’’. Also the Northfield Highway department for guidance and shared 
projects.

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Tilton-Northfield-Sanbornton 
YOUTH ASSISTANCE PROGRAM 


July 1980 marked the completion of five years for the Youth Assistance 
Program. Serving the towns of Northfield, Sanbornton and Tilton, the pro- 
gram was originally funded, through a grant from GCCD, as a Court Diver- 
sion Program. The program came into existence in response to the three com- 
munties’ concern over juvenile crime involvement. At that time it was felt 
that a third alternative (Court Diversion) might best complement what was 
already in existence (court probation or Youth Development Center place- 
ment) and help prevent further crime involvement on the part of juveniles. 

Now in its sixth year, the Youth Assistance Program continues to provide 
a court diversion program, as well as other services to the three towns. The 
major components of Y.A.P. are: 


COURT DIVERSION: It is the goal of Court Diversion that the juvenile 
be held accountable for his/her actions and, hopefully, through participa- 
tion in the program will become a more responsible person. How is this goal 
achieved? The following are the steps in the process. 

When the person commits a crime and is apprehended by the police, there 
are three options available: 1) reprimand the individual, placing him/her in 
the custody of the parents; 2) take the child to court, where the judge may 
place him/her on probation or remand him/her to the Youth Development 
Center; 3) recommend Court Diversion. When the latter happens, the direc- 
tor of Y.A.P. meets with the police, receiving necessary background on the 
matter at hand. Foliowing that, the director then proceeds to visit the home 
meeting with the individual and parents in order to gain a picture of the 
home environment, family dynamics, an idea of interest areas, relationships, 
needs etc. The next persons consulted are those who are involved with 
his/her educational process. In this interview school personnel are asked to 
evaluate the academic performance of the individual as well as the person’s 
relationships with other students and teachers. 

Having received this input from police, parents, and teachers, the director 
compiles that and calls together members of the Juvenile Review Board 
(JRB), who are briefed on the person involved and then meet with the 
juvenile and his/her parents. The results of the JRB meeting is that certain 
recommendations are formulated into a contract, which the juvenile is to 
fulfill within a required period of time. The contract fulfillment is monitored 
by the Y.A.P. director and failure to comply on the part of the person in- 
volved means that the case is referred back to the police, who can take court 
action. 

It is important to note that the JRB consists of members of the three com- 
munities, people who fulfill a variety of roles and fulfill certain respon- 
sibilities within the three towns. Their involvement and very presence in the 
process is, in many ways, a ‘‘communal pressure’. We are all aware of peer 
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pressure, which, more often than not, is a negative influence on the in- 
dividual. This ‘‘communal pressure’’ hopefully can be a positive influence in 
leading the person towards a sense of accountability for his/her actions and 
a more responsible behavior within the community. In 1980, 35 cases were 
heard by the Juvenile Review Board. 

Court Diversion is a response ‘‘after the fact’’, which means after an in- 
dividual has had some contact with the law. Y.A.P. is also concerned about 
the question of prevention. What can we do to prevent these things from 
happening in the first place? We know that there is no magical solution or in- 
stant answer to that question but we at Y.A.P. are now working at 
strengthening some components of the program, and developing others, 
which we hope will be preventive. 


PEOPLE PROGRAM: This aspect of Y.A.P. has three dimensions to it. 
The first is that it provides youth of the area to come together for socializa- 
tion, as well as the opportunity to discuss with peers and adults life interests 
and concerns. 

Secondly, the People Program will provide adult matches for kids when 
that is a need. Often times a young boy or girl will benefit greatly from a rela- 
tionship with an adult who is concerned, reliable, and will listen. 

Thirdly, and this is a new dimension of the People Program, there has 
been developed a ‘‘Teen Awareness Series’’, which will begin in February 
1981. What this series will offer to kids is a number of interesting presenta- 
tions from ice fishing to communications with parents, and from 
photography to living with an alcoholic. Its emphasis is based on interests 
and needs. Diane Richardson, Y.A.P. assistant, has worked hard and long 
at making the necessary contacts in order to make this Awareness Series to 
become a reality. 


COMMUNITY EDUCATION/AWARENESS: Is it more difficult to be 
an adolescent in 1981 or to be a parent of an adolescent? Yes. Recognizing 
that parenting has its difficult moments, its frustrations and anxieties, 
Y.A.P. has arranged for a series of talks, for parents, on the subject of 
Adolescence. These presentations, utilizing resource people from other area 
agencies, will be held in February of 1981 and will look at the pressures of the 
adolescent world, communication, and alcohol and drug use/abuse. 

Y.A.P. also provides other services such as drop-in counseling, short-term 
counseling, and we provide a referral service, as well. On the drawing board, 
for the days and months ahead, there lies the thoughts of providing after 
school tutoring for kids, the establishment of a job bank, support groups for 
special needs. 

None of what has happened, is happening, or will happen here at the 
Y.A.P. office would be possible or a reality without some people having laid 
the foundation. It is through the effort, ‘‘the blood, sweat and tears’’ of our 
predecessors that allows Diane and myself the liberty to work creatively. The 
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Board of Directors also provide the challenges when necessary and support 


and encouragement always. 


But, in the end, it is the community members of Northfield, Sanbornton, 
and Tilton who provide the bottom line, the funding. With the continued 
support of the communities, we hope that we can provide a very important 
service and help to enrich the communities.

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TILTON-NORTHFIELD RECREATION COUNCIL 
1980 Annual Report 


Since my last report to you, we have attained many of our goals which we 
set for ourselves as a Council, have made new changes in our recreation pro- 
grams and our recreation center has taken on a new look. 

Our ski program was offered again but due to lack of snow the program 
was cancelled and monies refunded. Family ice skating was very popular and 
enjoyed by all. 

January brought about new ideas and new programs for all ages. We 
formed a boys basketball team and competed with two other teams. The 
boys sold popcorn and raised enough money to buy new jerseys for their 
team. The team is going to be a regular recreation activity. An energetic class 
of approximately thirty preschoolers attended exercise classes which was a 
new program undertaken this year by Debbie. We had open hall game tour- 
naments in air hockey, ping pong, pool and other games. 

Debbie conducted exercises with the 55 Plus Club members and held 
beano for the occupants of the Tilton senior citizen center. 

Macrame, dance lessons, wrestling, slimnastics and gymnastics were some 
of our spring programs. Our Easter egg hunt at the Pines was enjoyed by 
everyone. The weather was in our favor this year and the Easter bunny was 
able to have a lot of help finding his eggs. Tennis classes were taught at the 
Tilton Prep School tennis courts and also kite making was taught. 

The first week of June brought about a change in our recreation center. 
Volunteers of all ages came to the hall with sponges, buckets, mops, brooms, 
paint brushes, etc. to clean up the recreation center. The entranceway walls 
were all scrubbed down and repainted. The big window in the front got 
cleaned and polished and a new ‘‘coming events’’ board was hung in the win- 
dow. Lettering was added to the front door so people would know our loca- 
tion in the Town Hall. The recreation center was closed for a few days to 
enable Chris Meinhold to strip the entrance and exit stairs and main floor 
and put down the new coats of sealer. After this process had dried, Charley 
Dwinal and Debbie sanded down the stage floor and put down a new coat of 
paint. The stained ceiling tiles were removed. Some were replaced with new 
ones which were being stored down in the basement and others which were 
not so badly stained were spray painted white and replaced. New stair treads 
were placed on the entrance and exit stairs. Murals were painted on the walls 
of the entranceway by Cindy Stork and the paintings hanging in the recrea- 
tion center were done by Connie Bickford. Not including the money spent 
for the entranceway murals and hall paintings, the monies were appropriated 
for this work in the 1979 budget under ‘‘Town Hall & other buildings’’. It 
was not done with monies allocated for recreation. 

Festival Day was in June this year and the annual road race went over very 
well. Intense heat plus the fact there were many other things going on that 
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weekend, resulted in a poor showing for our festival day. 

An excellent summer playground was planned and carried out by Debbie 
and her staff. Playground was set up differently this year so that the children 
themselves could select what they wanted to do for different periods of time. 
Swim program was conducted very well and we had many more children 
receiving certificates or advancing into another step. Other activities offered 
during the summer were a trip to Old Orchard Beach and we were enter- 
tained by the Interlocken Drama Troupe, etc. 

In September a soccer clinic was started for grades three through six and 
we had one hundred and ten children participating. These children were 
formed into groups which competed against one another. The basic reason 
for the clinic was to teach them soccer skills and we tried to teach them that 
the most important thing in the game was not always winning but that friend- 
ly competition amongst themselves and learning was also important. At the 
end of the competition, certificates were given to everyone who played and in 
November we had a soccer awards banquet for all participants and parents. 

Many thanks go out to the people who participated in the St. Jude’s bike- 
a-thon, and for raising the money which was received. 

Aerobic dancing started in October with an excellent turnout for classes. 
Macrame classes started again, preschoolers exercises resumed and baton 
twirling classes were started. Volleyball classes started, a Senior Citizen sing- 
a-long was held and exercises began again with the 55 Plus Club. A Charlie 
Brown movie was attended by one hundred and ten children and adults at the 
recreation center and we had our annual Halloween Party. This year we 
separated it into two large groups and had two separate parties that night. It 
worked out much better having the different age groups separated and we 
had a larger participation. 

No new classes were started in November. Open Halls were conducted on 
Friday evenings. 

Santa Claus came to town in a Chevy Pickup this year. He was accom- 
panied by the school band and the Northfield police department. My thanks 
to Russell Drew and the police officers which assisted us in bringing Santa to 
the children of Tilton and Northfield. Santa was greeted by approximately 
two hundred children and parents at the recreation center. Pictures were 
taken of the children with Santa and given to them as a gift from the Recrea- 
tion Department. 

The Bruins trip was cancelled due to lack of participation. A karate class 
has been started for the older children and is being taught by a qualified per- 
son. 

Debbie Smith’s resignation was submitted to the Council and accepted 
with regrets. She asisted us in finding a new director and when the director 
was chosen, Debbie worked with her until she had to leave for her new posi- 
tion with the Portland, Maine Department of Parks and Recreation. 

On January 12, 1981 Cindy Donovan took over the duties of Director. 
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Cindy came to us from Kennebunk, Maine but is originally from Concord, 
N.H. Cindy is a young, ambitious, friendly young woman whom I believe 
will carry on the programs which we have developed and I believe she has the 
ability to work with everyone and start new programs of interest for all.

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HALL MEMORIAL LIBRARY REPORT FOR 1980 


The trustees and staff of the Hall Memorial Library responded to many re- 
quests from the community by increasing the hours of the library in April, 
1980.The present schedule of 11-8 daily and 11-2 on Saturdays opens the 
library for forty-five hours each week during the September to June months. 
During the summer months of July and August the library is open thirty 
hours weekly. Not only has this schedule made Tilton and Northfield’s 
public library more accessible, but the increase in annual circulation is 
evidence that the community wants and uses the library. 

Among the programs offered have been story hours for pre-schoolers, 
film programs for children on Wednesdays, 3 to 3:30, and for adults on 
Mondays, 7 to 8. Monthly displays in the library entrance culminated with 
Charles Virgin’s December-January exhibit of early Indian artifacts ex- 
cavated by him on his Silver Lake property during a ten year period. Some of 
these have been carbondated to reveal an age of 4,000 to 6,000 years, a truly 
exciting find. 

During Northfield’s Bicentennial Year, the library was decorated with 
bunting and participated in the June 21 festivities at Northfield Pines. A 
booth was sponsored by the Friends of the Library, who sold lemonade and 
magazines. On November 22 a time capsule was interred in the library lawn 
with proper ceremony and containing among many items, a letter from the 
librarian and pictures of the Hall Memorial Library ‘‘Then and Now’’. 

The Summer Reading Program winners in 1980 were Eric Ewald, Bridget 
and Shannon McKeever and they were awarded prizes of new books of their 
choice at the August 14 Ice Cream Party. 

Funds raised by the Friends of the Library, headed by Camille and Chris 
Tolme, enabled the library to install new shelving in the Mary Osgood 
Children’s Room, by March, 1980. The space there was better utilized and 
the former bookcases were added to the main library stacks, increasing shelf 
space considerably. As the two towns increase in population, a larger coilec- 
tion of books may require the addition of balconies, as in our sister library in 
Brookfield, Mass. Thanks again are due to the Friends of the Library for 
raising $600 for library books by the sale of old or discarded books at the An- 
nual Book Sale on Main St., Tilton on July 21-25, 1980. Special decorations 
included a Christmas wreath donated by the Garden Club and a Beautiful 
Scotch pine given by the Gorrells and set up and decorated by Camille 
Tolme. 

The library staff, assisted greatly by help from students Marianne D’ Abr- 
raccio and David Tolme, completed the first complete inventory in years. 
More work remains to make our card catalog a truly accurate reflection of 
the collection, but the first step has been taken. 

A number of citizens made gifts of books or money for the librarian to use 
in purchasing special books in memory of the following: Georgia M. Belisle, 
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Minnie Buswell, Ruth Corliss, John T. Dodge, Walter E. Gibbs II, Mabel 
Harvey, Mrs. Rufus L. Nelson, Joseph Robert, Marjorie Robert, James S. 
Schramm, Mabel Shaw, Harold Shepherd and George W. Wheeler. We 
welcome these gifts as long-lasting memorials which warm the hearts of all 


who appreciate good books.

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ANNUAL REPORT OF THE DISTRICT NURSE ASSOCIATION 
Fiscal Year January 1, 1980 through December 31, 1980 


It has been the goal of the Board of Directors of the Tilton-Northfield 
District Nurse to continue to offer increasing services with a high degree of 
professionalism. Having completed our first full year of the contract with 
the Franklin Visiting Nurse Association, we can reflect back that our goal 
has been met. 

During fiscal 1980 the towns of Tilton and Northfield received 3,900 pro- 
fessional care visits to patients in their homes. Each patient visit is ordered by 
a doctor and supervised by a home health care specialist. The 3,900 visits 
show the following breakdown: 


nursing care Pe | 
physical therapy 184 
home health aide 750 
homemaker 519 
supervisory 89 


In addition to patient visits, the nurse and/or board of director volunteers 
have assisted at 13 well child clinics, 5 immunization clinics, and 2 dental 
clinics. Two blood pressure clinics were carried out for Tilton-Northfield 
residents. At holiday time the District Nurse serves as coordinator for the 
distribution of food, toys, and donations. Over 60 family units were coor- 
dinated this past year through the District Nurse. 

The District Nurse, Deanna Stillings, R.N., can be reached in the District 
Nurse office at 183 Main St., Tilton, between the hours of 8:00 to 8:30 AM 
and 1:00 to 1:30 PM. weekdays. Also offered is the 8:00 AM to 4:00 PM 
telephone answering service at 286-4241.
